Cheap Pow er For Sale 


Anyone who wants power cheap might apply now at Muscle 
Shoals, Ala. The government has 2,000,000 kilowatt-hours a day 
to sell there, and may soon have more. The price is two-fifths of 


a cent per kilowatt. 
That sounds attractive to the millions of domestic consumers 
who pay 6 to IO cents a kilowatt for their electricity, and also to 
thousands of industrial consumers who get wholesale rates for the 
current they use. 
The Alabama company which has been taking the Muscle 
Shoals power, however, says this is too high. It has paid only one- 
fifth of a cent per kilowatt-hour so far, and objects to the raise in­ 
sisted on by the army engineers in charge cl the project. So the 
power goes begging for buyers. 
The company in question is now depending on its own power, 
obtained from steam plants, with coal as fuel. 
If electric power 
can really be produced cheaper from coal than two fifths of a cent 
per kilowatt, the fact is worth knowing. A good many cities, with 
accessible coal supply, would feel like starting their own power 
plants to supply local needs. “White coal would get a black eye. 
There may be shrewd business in the situation, though. The 
company referred to happens to be one of 13 associated southern 
power companies that want a 50-year lease on Muscle Shoals.

Non-Shopping Tourists 


In spite of the unprecedented flood of American tourists in 
France this summer, it has been discovered that Americans ate 
not buying- anywhere nearly so much as formerly at the great 
stores of Paris. 
A leading French merchant has figured out the cause for him­ 
self and it is one worth calling to the attention of American mer­ 
chants. 
His theory is that American department stores in our large 
cities are now of such high quality that there is little or nothing 
the shopping tourist can buy in Paris establishments which could 
not be had in American stores. He says further that in our stores 
articles are shown in finer surroundings than in Paris and here 
is the surprise—at prices just as cheap or cheaper. 
Another reason has been suggested. 
It is the low cost of 
living in France, which enables American families, students and 
teachers of very moderate means to visit the country and enjoy its 
historic and artistic treasures, but who haven’t enough margin to 
include reckless buying at Paris shops. 
American stores may accept the compliment to them, and 
American tourists may find themselves getting more real pleasure, 
culture and satisfaction out of their trip than if they made it 
primarily a shopping tour.

The state universities of Iowa, Minnesota and Wisconsin have 
decided that the automobile cannot be banished from college be­ 
cause it is a necessary means of conveyance. 
Meanwhile two Indiana institutions, Purdue and the state uni­ 
versity, have forbidden student use of motor cars just as some 
eastern colleges have done. 
And now the University of Illinois

a definite policy of preventing detours. Engineers and contractors 
ere finding that it is by no means so inevitable as they used to 
think, that traffic should be sent the long way around every time 
a piece of construction or repair work is going on. 
One state highway director issues explicit orders that where 
new bridges are being constructed, temporary bridges shall be 
built or the new bridges so located that traffic may continue cross­ 
ing the old structures while the new ones are going up. Likewise 
iii working on highways, half of the paving strip is to be built or 
repaired at one time, leaving the other side open for a single line 


of traffic. 
“It costs the traveling public much more to go around a detour 
than the extra expense to the state to carry on the work and main­ 
tain traffic over the road at the same time,” says the director 
Doubtless this is true in a majority of cases.

Cheap Pow er For Sale 


Anyone who wants power cheap might apply now at Muscle 
Shoals, Ala. The government has 2,000,000 kilowatt-hours a day 
to sell there, and may soon have more. The price is two-fifths of 
a cent per kilowatt. 
That sounds attractive to the millions of domestic consumers 
who pay 5 to IO cents a kilowatt for their electricity, and also to 
thousands of industrial consumers who get wholesale rates for the 
current they use. 
i 
The Alabama company which has been taking the Muscle 
Shoals power, however, says this is too high. It has paid only one- 
fifth of a cent per kilowatt-hour so far, and objects to the raise in­ 
sisted on by the army engineers in charge of the project. So the 
power goes begging for buyers. 
The company in question is now depending on its own power, 
obtained from steam plants, with coal as fuel. 
If electric power 
can really be produced cheaper from coal than two fifths of a cent 
per kilowatt, the fact is worth knowing. A good many cities, with 
accessible coal supply, would feel like starting their own power 
plants to supply local needs. “White coal” would get a black eye. 
There may be shrewd business in the situation, though. The 
company referred to happens to be one of 13 associated southern 
power companies that want a 50-year lease on Muscle Shoals.

prise. 
Those operating many utilities 
spend more money, but often get most 
of it back in special revenue from the 
utilities. 
It Is not. difficult, however, to fol­ 
low the upw ard curve of city govern­ 
m ent costs from year to year, and the 
upw ard curve of city debts.

B utte, Mont., are three 
cities which are steadily cutting down 
their indebtedness. 
Spokane actually 
owes less per capita today than she 
did in 1917. 
This city did not have 
much of a w artim e boom her rapid 
grow th 
having 
come at an earlier 
date, and she has had opportunity to 
stabilize her city expenditures earlier 
than m any other cities. 
The cities of the nation, large and 
sm all, together w ith county govern­ 
m ents, require 60 per cent of the to­ 
tal governm ent 
money 
raised and 
spent, and in th eir operations lies the 
greatest chance for governm ent econ­ 
omy. 
The 
federal 
governm ent has 


cut its costs alm ost in 
half in five 
years, but the states and cities have 
nearly doubled their costs. 
Until the 
cities f;nd some way to operate for 


less, the public m ust continue to toot 
un annual bill of about $}00 per p e lt 1 
son for the privilege of government, | 
federal, state, and local.

Comparison Difficult. 
It is very difficult to compare the 
spending and tho debts of cities on a 
practical basis, because some cities 
own and operate street car lines, light 
plants, dei ks, 
warehouses, cemeter­ 
ies, water works, and 
other 
public 
utilities, and other cities leave all or 
most of these things to private enter­ 
prise. 
Those operating many utilities 
spend more money, but often get meet 
of it. back in special revenue from the 
utilities.

years, but the states and cities have 
nearly doubled their costs.

prise. 
Those operating many utilities 
spend more money, but often get most 
of it back in special revenue from the 
utilities.

steadily as soon as they quit borrow­ 
ing.

Bedford, 
Mass.; 
Spokane.

B utte, Mont., are three 
cities which are steadily cutting down 
their indebtedness. 
Spokane actually 
owes less per capita today than she 
did in 1917. 
This city did not have 
much of a w ar time boom her rapid 
grow th 
having 
come at an earlier 
date, and she has had opportunity to 
stabilize her city expenditures earlier 
than m any other cities. 
The cities of the nation, large and 
sm all, together w ith county govern­ 
m ents, require 60 per cent of the to­ 
tal governm ent 
money 
raised and 
spent, and in th eir operations lies tin- 
greatest chance for governm ent econ­ 
omy. 
The 
federal 
governm ent has 


cut Its costs alm ost in 
half in five 
years, but the states and cities have 
nearly doubled their costs. 
Until the 
cities f.nd some way to operate for 


less, the public m ust continue to foot 
an annual bill of about $}00 per pet* 
son for the privilege of government, 
federal, state, and local.

The price is two-fifths of 


a cent pvr kilowatt. 
That sounds attractive to the millions of domestic consumers 
who pay 5 to IO cents a kilowatt for their electricity, and also to 
thousands of industrial consumers who trot wholesale rates for tho 
current they use. 
The Alabama company which has been taking the Muscle 
Shoals power, however, says this is too high. It has paid only one- 
fifth of a cent per kilowatt-hour so far, and objects to the raise in­ 
sisted on by the army engineers in charge of the project. So the 
power goes l egging for buyers. 
The company in question is now depending on its own power, 
obtained from steam plants, with coal as fuel 
It electric power 
can really be produced cheaper from coal than two fifths of a cent 
per kilowatt, the fact is worth knowing. A good many cities, with 
accessible coal supply, would feel like starting their own power 
plants to supply local needs. “White coal would get a black eye. 
There may be shrewd business in the situation, though. The 
company referred to happens to be one of 13 associated southern 
power companies that want a 50-year lease on Muscle Shoals.

His theory is that American department start's in our large 
cities are now of such high quality that there is little or nothing 
the shopping tourist can buy in Paris establishments whit h could 
not be had in American stores. He says further that in our stores 
articles are shown in finer surroundings than in Paris and 
hen 
is the surpri.se—at prices just as cheap or cheaper. 
Another reason has been suggested. 
It is the low cost cd 
living in France, which enables American families, students and 
teachers of very moderate means to vibit the country and enjoy its 
historic and artistic treasures, but who haven’t enough margin to 
include reckless buying at Paris shops.

Should a student have a car? 
than ever. 
The .state universities of Iowa, Minnesota and Wisconsin have 
decided that the automobile cannot I e banished from college be- 
cause it is a necessary moans of conveyance. 
Meanwhile two Indiana institutions, Purdue and the state uni­ 
versity, have forbidden student use of motor cars just as some 
eastern colleges have done. 
And now the University of Illinois 
follows their example, with a stronger arraignment of the college 
automobile than has appeared yet. 
Student ownership of automobiles, the college authorities say, 
has a direct relationship to their school standing. 
The student 
motorists are the poorest students, and the more use they make 
of their cars, the poorer students they become. It’s a question of 
cars or education. 
More particularly: 
The possession of a car, they say, tends 
to result in a constant and serious waste of the student’s time; it 
leads to numerous accidents; it encourages violations of the traffic 
laws by the students, and it seriously congests traffic near the 
campus. 
That is a convincing arraignment. Still, there may be colleges 
where the automobile is essential to a large number of students, 
and where it may be tolerated as long as abuses connected with it 
are kept at a minimum.

Commissioner Smith pointed out 
that although much has been done to 
in c re a se the production of farms a n d 
to cut down the cost per bushel, or 
P«*r ton on our West Virginia farms, 
the fart remains that there is still a 
tremendous 
“spread" between what 
the farmer gets for his produce and 
what the consumer pays for It. fie 
cited as an illustration of this fact 
that milk producers In Berkeley conn 
ty are getting less than 15 cents per 
gallon for good milk, while the retail 
price per quart of milk In Martins 
burg, the 
county seat of 
Berkeley 
county Is IO cents per quart, thus in 
dicatlng that even right at home it tr 
sosting some 25 cents per gallon to 
market milk. 
In other sections of 
the state, milk sells per quart at most 
any price, from IO to 22 cents, show­ 
ing an even greater "spread.’’
